KATLEOAN CONSTRUCTION 


It tay be frst neterl that the prewtest 
change in the foce of the country af a 
feariptic character tie bee my, the 
corstruction of on extyemsive svstet of 
ritliogds and the consequent mprove 


ment in the means of cominunication, 
The firet thing which strikes a visitor 
today who kiew Mexico a quarter af a 
century age ts the facihty iid comfort 
with which the jourmey to the City of 
Mexico is now witile,  Wrihvete To teagan 
the preparition torainy first journey, int 
1373, 1 found that the only means of 
recular cominunication was by 4 steanter 
from New York, departing from that 
port every three weeks, aml which oc 
copied ostally twelve or fourteen days 
in reaching Vern (cruz, stopping’ at a 
Himber af part en rate. Brom that 
port to the City of Mexico a roilroaod 
had beer finished that year, which hod 
been nineteen Years in building, a ¢dis- 
tance of 264 nile Tedav four lines 
of railroad enter the Mexican Republic 
from the United States, and one cut 
moke the journey im five duve from 
Washington to the City of Mexico im a 
Millian car ou the regular trains, with 
olly one choice, either ot Aamsas (City 
at New Urleans. 

The era of extensive railroad cou- 
struction. did uot beer til after Gen- 
eral Dias had been fritly seated in the 
preaniency. With the aid of Itberal 
snlisitlies, railroad boiling began ith 
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eariest about 1880, the only road of 
any length nt that time being the one 
just tientioned, from Vern Cruz to the 
City of Mexico. There are now com: 
pleted pnd in operation 15.434 kilome- 
ters, approximately to,ooq niles, anil 
by means of these lines the capital is 
connected) with all the important cities 
Of the country, Four lines enter the 
Republic from the Titited States. One 
branches off from the Seuthem Pacific 
in Arixoun and triverses the State of 
Sonor to the port of Gnaytings. The 
seomul, the Mexican Central, crosses 
the boundary line at El Pasa, exterufs 
to the City of Mexico, with a branel 
line to Tampics, an inpartant senpert 
on the Guifof Mexieo, and another 
branch to Guadalajara, The third, 
built under the auspices af the Souther 
Pacific system, from San Amtonia: Texas, 
crsing the Kio Grinde at Ragle Pasa, 
intersects the Mextcari Central at ‘Tear- 
Teon and extends some distance beyond 
the city af Durango, its ultimate gem! 
hemp the Pacitie const: and the fourth 
Iiternational line, the Mexican Na- 
tional, crosses the bownlary at Laredo 
and extends to the City of Mexier, 
being a narraw-gatwe toad, From, the 
Citvof Mexico varions other raads Joud 
to foypertant districts. amd most of the 
main lines have a ntonber af breaches 
constricted to reach tich wineral ond 
hericultural districts. 


MOUNTAINS AND TABLE LAND 


The confignration of the Repnbilic 
lens itself to easy railroad cormmeetion 
with the Tnited States. The great 
Andes Range, coming op from South 
America, is crowded in by the two ocenstisa 
and depressed as it pases throweh: tee 
isthintis-connectine the two continents, 
htt as it emerges from the narrow neck 
ol Tehuantepes jute the wide expanse of 
North America, apparently glad of its 


catape from the ocean barmiers, it again 


shoots up its peaks toward the sky, aril 


branches off into two grant mountain 
chairis, the one following the Pacifie and 
the other the Gulf cemst, and, tike the 
brawny arms of a giant, Hit Mexice up 
cute the vast tablelunds which stretch 
far away into the Unitect States. 

The werk of connecting the capital 
thrmugh this wast) tableland with the 
Unitert States was comparatively easy 
But when it cane to constricting the 
lines from the high elevation of the City 
if Mesiva, as has heen dotie in various 
lirectiois, toward the coasts. it became 
o hercniean task, calling forengincering 
skill aud a large expenditure of capital, 
Notwithstanding the obstacles, the 
mMeitain tance confronting: the Gulf 
has atrenly been pierced bey at least four 
lines of mibwny, anil they are tow in 
operation te Tampico andl Vera Cruz, the 
Two mest inportant ports on the Gulf, 
Hut thus far the Sierra Madre Range 
traversing the Pactiic eoust line has-not 
heen completely crossed The Gunda- 
lijara bronch of the Mexican Central 
Road has been extended some distance 
towund Munzanilla, and work on that 
extension i being pushed to.completion, 

The Mexico, Coernavaes and Pacific 
Railway, a road under enterprising 
Amencin management, leaving the City 
of Mexico, clink too height of 10,000 
Teet obeve the sea-level, then descends 
inte the charming valley of Chernavacs, 


cits its wav thronyli the mountain 


Kotmes amidst most beautiful scenery, 
has already reach! the Baleas River 
leading into the Pacific, and ling o com- 
puiratively easy course along its valley 
to the Pacthc port of Acapuleo, 

The Tehuantepec mute across the 
Isthmus has for many years been a com: 
petiter in expéctatiey with that of Nica- 
Tagua and Panama for the world's com- 


merce. The canal project gave way to 


the Bades shipernilway sclieme, but sa 
oniinary tuilrond was finully completed 
some years avo, [t was, however, 
cheaply and nmperfecth;: constricted, 
and was without suitable ports at its 
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termi, ad hence conlel offer mo com- 
petition with the Panama Railrone, 
The rool bos tow passed titer the lines 
af anexperienced and responsible En: 
elish company, Which will entirely re 
biild the rand, ond the federal govern 
ment has nade coutracts with it for the 
cost den of yoo! ports of capacity 
for the largest it which work 
the puverniment will expend several 
mittlicns of dollars. When these im 
Hrovements are completed it ts claimed 
this route will be able to suceecesfullv

OTHER: LATIS- AMERICAS BEPOUPLICS 

The blesiigvs which the oni of peace 
and otter attending the admintstration 
of President Pax has broveht to the 
country vol the significance af the 
achievement Will be better conclerstom 
by avery bnef reference to the. other 
Liutin-American states of the Jhemt- 
sphere during thiesame period. Every 
one of the five states of Central Amer- 
ica has suffered from revoluttondry 
movements and valent changes of cov 
ernment, and at tries they have en 
gaged in war with each other. Colom 
bia lias been torn by political dissensions, 
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avd is even tew tindergoing the ravages 


of revolutionary movements. Peuwlor 
hes been the scene af many revolutions 
and the displacement of one president 
hy another through artied force, Peru 
has snifered by a foreign war, whereby 
the most valunhle of its territories were 
tom away. and one revolution has fol- 
lowed another in quick snecession, with 
changes of rolers, Chile, once the moat 
conservative and prosperons of the South 
American countries, lias carried on an 
expensive forcizn war, has inidergone a 
bhoaly ond exhonstive revolution, and, 
because of its liostile attitude to its 
neighbors, has ieen compelled te main- 
tain a lorie ofmy and costly nay 
Holivia, shut out from the sea by a 
jealotis neighbor, has heen in frequent 
tuirmoi and politienl disorder The 
Argentine Republic, though greatly 
fayoral by nature aiml by progressive 
fulers, has not been free From tevalt- 
tenury thevements, anil has undergone 
Ho seriots financlal disaster, which has 
greatly paralyzed its tilisties, Brazil, 
by a conspiracy in ihe timmy, ex pelted 
the emperor atu! established o republic: 
but thatdid not bring it peace, tor the 
new government tas had to contend 
WIL SUCCeSsive attenipts at revolution. 
The history of Venertiela in the past 
twenty-five veor= has been one of re- 
peated revolutions amd chonges of gov. 
erument. 

Fram this hasty sketch of the other 
nations of the American hemisphere to 
the south, in contrast with Mexico, the 
brillianey add the beneficence of the ad. 
ministration of President Minar is made 
apparent, Tnacrecent buanore) addres 
to Congress, on-again being tostalled as 
President, he referred to the achieve- 
monte of Mextoo in the past twenty-five 
years, and modestly: stated thot in it 
there were no brilliant deeds toch raniele. 
From that: notable oddress [ make this 
extract :

DRAINAGE OF THE VALLEY OF 
MEXICO 





Nest tn iipartance of a. geographic 
character to the vast railway system, 
which has done so much to trieforn, 
the face of the couutry and the habits — 
of the people, is the great drainage canal 

fee ut Meéxivo anil its adljianet 
improvements. As is well know, the 
City of Mexico ds situated in the bot- 
tom of a valley entitely surrounded by 
THOMAS, Will psernes of lakes on the 
SOitheast sol northwest, draining inte 
a salt-water luke which hos no ontlet, 
on the shores of which this most ancient 
city of America wis located. Owitig to 
its focation, the capital was constantly 
exposed to overflows, and frm time to 
time 1t has heen visited hy most de- 
structive imunations, Resides, aw ac: 
colt of the weeessarily imperfect sew- 
ige system, the death rate of the city 
hes always been wery high. 

Fer six himined years, from the tinte 
of the aucient Avter kings, the artificial 
drainage of the waters of the valley has 
heen the vexed problem of eich succest- 
Ing government. The Spanish vicerovs 
exhausted the engineering scieuce of 
their epochs, spemt hundreds of millions

of dollars, and sactifice! the fives of 
hundreds of thensands of the natives in 
the vain attempt to selve it. During 
the first half century of the Republic 
spismixlic snl feelile dttempits were 
made bo effect the drainage, but siuec- 
ceeding revalitions at foreign wars de- 
pirived the wovernment of the fanciua 
means toaccomplish the herenlean tusk. 
ft was reserved for President Disk to 
ACHIEVE SUCCESS Im this great enterprise. 
He was forcetl te delay the heghming of 
He work for sotee Years tortil the fimn- 
cin) oandition of the pubhc treasury 
would justify it and until he ws cn- 
abled to s&cute contracts with experi- 
enced cupineers and trustworthy cap- 
italists, Finally, for te Last time, the 


project wis entered tpn aod was sue 
cessfully Gem plotel two veots agri. The 
system const of oa tunnel six oles 
long, extending throtch the tiowntains, 
tnd with it isconmected a canal, the total 
length of the waterway being nearly 
thirty-seven miles, Thewst $20,000 one, 
including the drainage of the city, anil 
niay justly le sitid to take rank with 
the great aclicvements of modern engi- 
se Peer, 

The city is now mife from overflow, 
anil the last step in this great work is 
in process of completion—the connec- 
tion with the canal and tuimel of 2 new 
and perfect : svstem of drainage for the 
capital, For some time pust the streets 
have been torn wp in laying the drainage

pipes, but this work tow practically in- 
shel, and the municipality, with the aid 
of $2,000,000 from the federul treasury, 

is etgaged in the task-of relaying the 
streets with asphalt pavement. When 
this is completed the City of Mexten 
will be one of the cleanest, healthiest, 
and prettiest cities in the word. 


THE CIry OF MEATCHO 


Humboldt. inchis visit te America ot 
the beginning af the list century, pro- 
nounced it the best-built city on this 
hemisphere Turing the rule of Spanish 
viceroys, under the stimulating infin- 
onces of the reat niches vielded ly the 
mines of Mexico, the capital contained 
n popwlation mich greater than that af 
airy other city of the new world, and it 
numbered among its public buildings a 
cathedral gnecualed tn site ancl. apchi- 
tectural attmctions, the result ot a loom. 
tread years of labor and pious contribn- 
tions: institutions of learnimy ail be- 
neficence, public gardens and drives 
without rivals in ary other of the weat- 
eri countries, But corimg the first 
fifty years of the independence of the 
country, torn ‘by civil dissensiona, the 
capital remutinesd stationary, or ot times 
ever retrogrmidel, while New York snd 
Philadelplia, os well as Rio de Janeiro 
atid Hienos Ayres, outstripped it in the 
race far population aml development. 
All that wasteeded, however, to enable 
Cityot Mexico again to take its place the 
Hmon the frat cities of the hemisphere 
wis the procreation of public orter, 
With the estabbshment by Genera] [haz 
of n goveTmment of peace und security, 
beginning at the close af rApé, the Cape 
ital gaye the first symptoms of rebar 
prosperity. When it became apparent 
that the new chief of the state had the 
Power to Preserve a continuons govern- 
ment of law, and the executive ability 
to awaken the dormant resources af the 
eomniry, under the new rézinie of peace 
which had ot lost dawned upon the 
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outside of the elty gates. 
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eomutry, the Ciry of Mexico etitered 
npott iin ered prosperity unparileled 
in its history. Population began to 
flow in from the surronniding states ; 
nuotive wealth, which had been hithten 
away or deposited in Europe, retarted 
to the natural channels of trade, and 
foreign capital, which during the time 
of disorder had kept away, began to 
seek methods of investment. Before 
the first termof Diaz cume to a close, 
the construction of railroads: had been 
entered tpen tnder government aid. 

Today the capital af the Republic pre- 
sents to the olc+time resiient the most 
impressive evidence of the growth anil 
prosperity of the cetntry, Dering the 
Ding administration it hasticarly doubled 
in population, the censns: of 1gcc show- 
ing over four hundred thousand sents: 
The aren of the city has grenthvextentled, 
espectally in the suburbs te the west and 
northwest. Formerly it was regarded as 
nrikvfe for a well-to-do fiouily to Hve 
As soon ne-the 
new government cotid give an assur: 
ame of safety to life und property, the 
‘ovement of saburhan enlingement be- 
gan, and tow the itiost Deautifil aged 
cominodions private residences are found 
in the quarter tamed, faraway from the 
noise gm bastle of the center af the 
In all ports the price of renl 
estate ancl of rents-lias largely advanced, 
especially to the west af the national 
palace, and marvelous stories: are told 
of the enormots inetease in vale it 
auburhan teal estute—mariv hundreds 
per cent; am it is gratifying to be in- 
formed that wide-awake Americins have 
shared in the profits, the projectors of 
“La Colonia Americana,’’ laid.out by 
a New Jersey corporation, being amang 
the imdst successful promoters. 


IMPROVEMENTS OF THE CAPITAL 
The evidences of progress anid pros- 


writy ure to be seen on every hos, 
The streets are much more crower) 
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than formerly, the foreigners are more 
Tnmeroits, and among these Americans 
predominate. The shops are enlarged 
and multiplio! im number In the cen- 
tral part af the citv substantial houses 
have been torn down to give place to 
magnificent buses adifiees constructed 
of steel] and marble, with electric ele- 
vitor and all modem applinnces of 4 
first-class establishment in) New Vork ar 
Parts. The government has taken the 
lem) an this era of reconstruction. A 
Hew ote extensive general hospital, one 
of the largest and best equipped im the 
world, and a new penitentiary, as. per- 
fect os the advance in humune study 
oomhl make it, have just been com- 
pleted. The foundations of a Fall of 
Congress, which promises to be an in- 
posing edifice, are being daid, aul the 
appropriations have been made for a 
new ies post-office sad other 
public buildings which will greatly 
beathfy the city. The many frieods 
in the United States of the late Mating 
Romero, so lenge the heneared. miter 
of his country tm Washington, will be 
glad to learn that the great advance m 
real estate largely enhanced His mules 
property in the capital. In lis will le 
atitecl that be owed all he possessed to 
his: coyritry, aml he devised the great 
bewty of his estate to the founding of a 
home fortutigent old people, which will 
constitute one of the improvements of 
the city. 

The ancient system.af street rathwars 
is undervoing a ¢reat transformation, 
It has passed into the honds of o foreien 
syiicicate, which is sipplanting the olf 
method of mule fractia with electric 
itv, and i teplacing the old-fashioned 
and rickety curs with thase of improved 
medert-conmstruction, In fact, the Din 
epoch may be called the régime of elec- 
tricity, asin lis day it has been intro- 
duced very generally into the houses 
anid streets, not only in the capital, brut 
it all the principal towns of the coiumetry.

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Mesaco is the fashtonoble driveway, the 
Paseo de la Reforma.

covered with verdure,; the waters of the 
lakes sparkling in the sunlight, the cap- 


ital, with its towers and wide-spreading 


edifices, the tuiny villages mestlng 
amon the senmi-tropical vegetation, the 
amphitheater of high amo0untains stir 
routuling aml shuttrr in the valley, 
with the laftv yoleanoes, clothed with 
eternal suow, standing as hoary senti- 
tele of the acene—all this constitutes a 
vision, in ay Judgment, unsurpassed in 
any other part of the world. In this: 
day of prosperity and hmprovement, mo 
wonder the Mexican is proud of his 
capital and his country, 


INT ROVEMENT OF THE SEAMORTS 


Another geagrephic phase worthy of 
notice i the transformation which has 
taken place in several af the seuports 
of the country. It is related that a 
Ring of Spain, ona visit to Cadiz, was 
seen With o glass scanning the jerizon 
noross the waters to the west. A court: 
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ler asked hin what was the object af 
his: search, and he replied that he and 
his inca tars ‘tinel apent such vast trens- 
ites on the fortress at Vern Cruz he 
thought he ought to be able to sce some 
of the tower of the castle rising out cf 
the sea!

difference in the Spanish rule in Mexico 
ait that whith prevails today, ‘The 
object of Spin was to keep off intruders 
and preserve the commerce of Mexia ps 
atnoncapoly forthe thathercanntry. The 
policy of the present régime isto fivite 
ti tts shores all the catnineree of the 
World sod afford free booes= to its ports. 

The country has heretofore lnbored 
tinder o serjous embarrassment in the 
acconipliatnient of this purpise, in that 
a the Atlantic or Golf coast 1 had no 
harbor worthy ofthe name, Vers Cris, 
ihe apne ois wits nothing. bit om 
open ronditead, Hut odtring the od- 
ininistration nf Dia o thorough system 
of improvements has been entered upon 
an! & now approaching cotnpletiot. 
Tn shutting off the northern: possoge by 
a sen-wall, connecting the island upon 
which stands the famuws Spanish castle 
with the mainland, a cotiparatwvely safe

The ports of the Pucific coast possess 
natural advantages and adoptaubnlity to

riaitronils projected and now in course of 
CORSETICOT motos the Sierra Madre 
Kange reach them, they will doubtless 
participate more folly im the prest in- 
dustrial and commercial development of 
the country.

Although there has heen this greatly 
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enlarged import commerce, it is by ta 
mens as large as it should he, taking 
into consideration the fact that the 
country possesses nearly fourteen mill- 
jons of people, There has been cause 
in the past for the comparatively small 
import trade in the disordered condition 
of the country, the peyverty of its tr 
habitants, and the hobit of the mass of 
the people of subsisting on the hare ne- 
cessities of hfe. The enlarged com- 
merce under the Ding técime illustrates 
the effect af peace and. prosperity m en- 
abling the fahabitnits Lo CONSIINe more 
largely of comforts and luxuries from 
abroad, Lf this-era of peace and good 
governitient shall become the fixed order 
of the country, there ts no reason why 
the pitesent import trade may not be 
donbled within o few years; aml if 
American merchants and maniniactiurers 
will study more intimately the covdd- 
tions of ttode in Mexieo.! they will be 
able not merely to maintain their pres- 
ent preemiticnce, but even to Inereuse 
their ratin, 

Examining the details of the export 
trade, we find that the United States ts 
extending to Mexico lheral reciprocity: 
for, while we enjoy only shout so per 
cent of her import trade, she finds in 
cur country a market for about 75 per 
cent of all the products she sends 
thread Great Britain foliows with 10 
per cent, (France with 4 per cent, and 
Ctihu leads Germany in the constmp- 
tied of Mexicun-preduets: Ti we olsp 
consider the mining snd agricnitural 
conditions of the country, we sliall see 
that it possesses almost bowndless ca- 
wcity for the increase of itsexport trade, 
if ‘the present state of order and govern- 
ment shall continue, The leading pre- 


ducts now exporter! are, In the order of. 


their importance, os follows: Silver, 
henequin or sisal hemp, gold, coffee, 
eattle, lead, copper, hides, and precious 


words. 
The facilities for comducting the for- 
eign commerte hive been greatly mul- 
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tiplied. When I first visited the coun- 
try, as I have mentioned, the only 
regular means of communication with 
the United Stotcs was by a steamer to 
ind from New Vork, sailing ance in 
three weeks, Today steamers sail for 
that port from Vera Cros and ‘Tampieo 
twice a week, a oew line has been re- 
cently established to New Orleans, lines 
af steamers are plying tegularly from 
the two Mexican ports mientioned to 
Bovgland, France, Germany, and Spat, 
with many irregular ateaniers to various 
partsof the workd. Then only tine rail 
road reached the seaconst, and that only 
from theeapital, Now four more lines 
ore in operation, commecting thier scaparts 
with almost all the states of the interior, 
Then there wus oo railroad commeunica- 
tion with the United States, Toiay four 
different lines enter Mexico from her 
notthern neighbor, O1 the total imcport 
mid expert trade about twothirds m 
tonnage is carnied by ocean vessels anil 
one-third by the railroads. 

"Fhe subject af a feciprocity treaty 
between the two republics has been 
dften mieited, and itis helewed that a 
jwiciously framed cotvetition of this 
churacter would langely increise the 
tride between the two countries, Bunt. 
since the wuiseemly treatment accorded 
ta the Grant-Romera recitrocity treaty 
of rh83 by the Congress of the United 
States, itis presumed that Mexieo will 
le Slow to tiake any new advurice om 
the subject. And from the treattient 
which is now being extended by the 
sate body Lo variens treaties negotiated 
wider President McKanles's direction 
with different foreign powers, I appre 
hem! the Government of the United 
States will be slow to propose such a 
measire to Mesxicn. 


(OVERNMENT: FINANCES 
The mast comspicnots evidence of the 


cool effects uf the management of af- 
fairs by President Diaz is seen jm the 
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financial concition of the country, both 
official and private. When he assed 
control, the finaticial condition could 
hardly have heen more desperate. ‘The 
revenues Of the government since the 
re-establishment of the Republic had-al- 
tiost constantly shown adeficit. The 
public crediturs, domestic and foreiyn, 
were utmatisied, For many years the 
interest on the fareign debt had been 
defaulted ; its bonds had to value at 
hone or abroad, and were not quoted 
in. the money markets of a single city 
of the world. ‘There were a few privite 
banks in the capital, but no banking 
aystem existed tithe Republic. As a 
cotseqnence, and because of the risks of 
cHmnmumcation, exchange between the 
different cities of the country was verv 


high, stunding at 5 to 8 and sometimes 


to per cent. Although “the revenues 
barely reached €20,q00,000 onnnally, it 
was very difficult to collect the tixes on 
account of the. alnegich omdition of 
commerce acd mclistries. 

The rigil eiforcenrent of peace atic 
secitrity by General Diaz soon began to 
bear OTHt ina marked nuprovement tn 
finawanl affairs, The government early 
felt ite effects in, Aitec, of uracil, maid 
finally, a rapid increase in its revennes, 
[de-net propose to confound my hear- 
ets With long tables of figures which are 
the wstial aceompaniments of the discs- 
‘gion of financial aud coimmencial ques- 
tions. Tt will be sufficient to state thot 
the fevernges, which before had heen 
borely $20,000,000 fonudally. soon cdou- 
bled, then treble, and within ten vears 
had increased more thin sixfold, reach- 
Mg as hivh as St4d,o000/co0, 

This marvelous mnerease had its mat- 
tiral effect wpon the policy of the gov- 
cement, First, it enubled it to extend 
its wid toward greatly neeted public 
improvements. It twit only granted 
cnicessions to an extensive system s 
toilronads, but it alse contracted to 
the different com panies liberal cuiiciiten 


without which jt would hawe been im- 
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possible for most of them to tw ‘built. 
Tt also entere| upon an expensive sys- 
tem of harbor improvements: at Vera 
Cra, Tampico, and other ports in et- 
coursgenent of commerce. Tt made 
the long-needed drainage of the Valley 
uf Mexiod a success, Every depart- 
ment of odtministration felt its whole- 
some effects—the post-office and tele- 
gaph service, government binldings, the 
schools, the army, and the navy. 


‘This increase in the nevenne also en- 
abled the yoverninent tu take another 
important step, to wit, the adaption of 
a complete revision of tle systen:ol tax- 
ation, Heretofore it had been the prac- 
lice of the government to rely upon the 
impart and export duties for the greater 
portion of ith reverites. A mew tariff 
was adopted which, while it preserved 
the protective syste, was much less 
boniensome ta foreign commerce, and 
abolished almost all the export duties on 
Mexivan products shipped abroad, A 
avstem of interna) taxation was adopted 
which rade the levies much more equal 
in their effects: but the general result 
was o large reduction in taxation. 

This era of finainvial | rosperity nit tt 
biti the peewer of the President to re: 
move a grievous burden pon commerce 
which had long been the dream of pro- 
fressive > Mexican rulers; the abolition of 
the “* wleabalis,”’ a system of taxation 
whereby duties were collected on) pro 


doctsand merchandise Passing from cope 


date to another. Itthad heen declared 
abolished by the liberal constitivtion af 
1457, but the poverty of the state trens- 
uries had heretofore male it impossible 
of realization, The abounding pros. 
perity of tle Diaz régiine had extended 
to all the stutes, and mi rSed the “ alca- 
hatas*' ceased to-exist; and with them 
hus cisappeared another medizeval reve- 

nue annoyance, the ‘cctroi" tanes, 
collected at the city gates on all articles 
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of corstimption entermy the city, aavs- 
tem still in foto: in many of the eoun- 
tries af Eartupue.

his financial revival brought tpon 
the administrative departments qyulti- 
plied work and new problems to solve, 
and President Dior sorely felt the need 
of amoanof business capacity, of thor- 
ough uprightiess of chatucter aid in- 


dustry forthe portfolio of Secretary of 


Finance, and he was most fortunate in 
his ultimate choice, Jose Yves Liman. 
tour is a gentleman of cultare and in- 
herited wealth, to which he tins lurgely 
added by his skillful bitsiness manage 

tient. He bad no taste for political life, 
awl when the enllcame to hin to accept 
this post he waa reluctant to de ae, and 
only yielded from o high sense of pa- 

tridtic duty. To him prestly is the 
President indebted for the splendid sut- 
cess which has attended! the reorgativa- 
Hon of the taxation methods just mmen- 
tioned, for the establishment of a-well-

TRE PUBLIC DERBY

THE FOREIGN RELATIONS 
Tt will uot be possible in this paper 
ty discuss of any length the political 
nestions which arise in connection with 
the present state of Mexico, but 0 tint 
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make a bref reference to its relatinns 
with foreign countries, When Presi- 
dent Diax assmmieal the reitis of pdovern- 
ment the evil effects af Maximilian's 
attempt to tablish wn eciipire on the 
ruins of the republic were yet being felt. 
The country had net tectwered from the 
exhansted condition inte which its-re- 
sources had been brought by the long, 


bloxty and expensive war. The pas- 
sions af the contending partie, which 


had been sedeeply embittered by that ter- 


Tible contest, had not altogether culmert 


down; and the foreign nations which 
had taken part in or sytopathized with 
the inter vention—France, Great Hritain, 
Austria, and the other European pow- 
erms—had not renewed their relations 
with the restore! republican wovert- 
Tent. 

It. was important for the well-being 
of the comutry that the wastes of war 
shold? be restored, that the peaple shonld 
bury their partisun rancer, and espe 
ctally that the two first-named nations 
ehanild renew their diplomatic inter- 
cotrse, hitause From therm would come 
much of the capital and skill tq develop 
the country’s great resources, “Time 
und statesinanship were tequisite for 
this task, Cmneot the first actsof Gen- 
eml Dine toward the secomplishimenut. 
of these ends after he becaine well seated 
In power ail when the step could not 
be interpreted oS a -sign of weakness,

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For twenty years Mr. Mariscal hos 
served at the head of the cabitet as sec- 
retary for foreivn relations, except when 
absent fora time as minister at Lond, 
and te his skiflfnl and prudent manage- 
ment are in great measure duc the sat- 
tatactory relations which Mexico has 

estublished with the other tations of the 
work. France am] Great Tritain soon 
overcame their seriples growitiy owt of 
the denth of Maxiniliatt and the ¢crr- 
cumstiunces attending the intervention 
and recstablicshed diplomatic relations, 
Their action wes coon followed! tr all 

the other leading nations of Rurope, 
except Austria, and even that monarchy 
hos recently retewed diplomatic witer- 
curse, atid has buried nny feclings of 
bitterness for hii act which, under the 
clreametances, was for Mexico & palit- 
eal meoessity, and wold have been 
comintited by any other civilized nation 
quder similar provocation. 

Mexico tins also enltivated more inti- 
mate ond fnendly relations with the 
other Latin-American nopulilics, and at 
rire tine has her iitercourée with them 
been more pleasant than at present. 
By her larger population, by her worthy 
cxample of a quarter of a century of 
unbroken peace and constitutional gev- 
ernment, and by the consequent ero af 
inexam pled development and prasper- 
ity, Mexico stands today at the head of 
the Latin-American states, and when 
it was suggested that the time was ripe 
for the holding of another Pan-Amert- 
can iMtermitionial congress “similar to 
that which assembled ito Washington 
eleven years ago under the direction of 
Mr. Bluine, it was inthindnemsly agreed 
that the Mexican government was. the 
proper one to issue the invitations, and 
that its beanotiful enpital was: the iden! 
place in which the representatives. of 
all the Americas should assemble. What- 
ever may be the outemme of the inter- 
national conmeress now im session im the 
City of Mexico, I am sure every one of 


iis delegates will leave that country 
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with a higher estimate of its govern- 
ment, ifs people, amd fi nesoorces.

The new order of affcirs has imparted 
fresh vigortu this idustry, ane a large 
amount of Amertcan capital has been 
invested inmiting. The Utited State 
tariff on lead-bearing silver ores has also 
led to the establishment of large emelt- 
my works in varkous localities, a corm- 
Sapa new industry in the cortntry. 

nrecent years the uumber of mines has 

greatly increased, the output of mates 
renching nGir $70,000,000 manually, 


aver otie-thirt of the total provltcticn of 


the world. Gold mining has: hinil new 
development and i6 steadily increasing 
in its yield. Copper exists in various. 
parts of the Republic, and the prevailing 
high price of late years has stumulnted 
its prstiction, The great want of the 
country in the mining industry is on 


abundant supply of good coal, Deposits 


have been fours! in the Rio Grande re- 

gion, but the supply as vet is entirely 
iMntleytiate to the needs of the country, 

as fuel for locomotives, mining, and do- 
mestic uses is still high and scarce, 


AGRICIILTVRAL RESOURCES 
Agriculture stands next to mining as. 
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an industry, its total valuation being 
considerably greater, btit its export 
value being less than the precious metals. 
Forming on a lange seale has heen quite 
trofitable, the price of crn, the chief 
irticle of food of the wmiesecs, being Ws 
ally twicess livh asin the Dorted States, 
as it ie protected by ahenvy duty. ‘Fhe 
production of sugar, on sia plauts- 
trons, is olso a proitabhe mdustry, but 
the viehl is barely sufficient for the 
home consimptiotn; mid although pos- 
sessing a large arca of sugar-prodimcing 
lands, the country lins.as vet never been 
exporter to any consiteroble extent. 
The most promising agricaltural inius- 
try for development ts coffee culture, 
there hemg vast areas well, oilapted for 
it, and jts expertation has cotisiderably 
lnereised of late vears.
